PUBLIC EXECUTIONS IN FRANCE 


Morbid Curiosity of Pooulace to See 
Work of Guillotine. : 


_Carpentas, France, January oe 
The second execution in Franee un- 
der the revival of the law of capital 
punishment took place here today, 
and although the scenes accompany- 
ing it were less regrettable than those 
attending the quadruple execution at 
Bethune on January Ith, neverthe- 
less they were distinetly unplea- 
sant and they undoubtedly will 
hasten parliamentary action towards 
making future executions private. 
The guillotine was erected on a pub- 
lie square by the side of the prison. 
The place was cordoned with  sol- 
diers who effectually blocked all the 
streets, but an impatient crowd, which 
had assembled during the night, de- 
manded that it be given a chance to 
witness the decapitation. 

Some of the people climbed ladders. 
from which they kept others inform- 
ed of the details of the proceedings. 
while the windews of the houses 
overlooking the square were crowded 
with people. Remy Danvers, the 
condemned man, who had shot an 
aged farmer and lis wife, was first 
made awate of his fate by the yells 
ef the erowd that surrounded the 
prison. » He came out of the prison 
yard with livid face and staring eyes 
and it was necessary to use force to 
get him to thie guillotine and his head 
in position for the fall of the blade,

icipalities where in the publie inter- 
est, sotne form oi sewage or Water pur- 
ifieation may become necessary.” 

T. Dickson, Macieod, asked if it were 
true that the danger from emptying 
sewage into rivers and lakes is as 
reat as it has been made out to bein 
Alberta. He cited the cases of Mon- 
treal, Ottawa and Quebec, where sew- 
ege is turned into the St. Lawrence 
and Ottawa rivers, and yet the water 
of these rivers is used for the water 
supplies of the cities, He asked it 
it would be so great a danger should 
the town of Macleod dump their sews 
ge into the Old Man river. 


Enginerr Arnold replied that it is 
necessary to deal with each individual 
case on its merits. In the east there 
ie a greater votume of water to dilute 
the sewage and the cities mentioned 
are some distance apart. On the Old 
Man river, Lethbridge, is only a short 
distance from Macleod and Medicine 
Hat, a short distance further along. 

Professor Edwards, of the Alberta 
University, agreed with Engineer Ar- 
nold that the existing conditions 
should be carefully studied, He be- 
lieved, however, that no hard and fast 
rule in thie connection could be laid 
down, but that the decision in the 
various cases should be left in the 
hands of the government or some cen- 
tral governing body rather than in 
the hands of the municipality.  Pro- 
fessor Edwards remarked that in the 
west more attention seems to be paid 
to the purification of sewage and less 
to the purification of water. 

W. A. Griesbach, Edmonton,  ex- 
plained that the provincial govern- 
ment had promised to so enforee the 
act that it would work no hardship on 
any municipality. They intimated 
that they would be prepared to deal 
with each individual case on its mer- 
its and would not insist on the estab- 
lishment of a septic tank or other pur- 
ification system in cases where it was 
not necessary. 

Ald. Watson, of Calgray, expressed 
considerable doubt as to whether the 
government could prevent any city 
from emptying its sewage into the riv- 
ers and streams, which are the nat- 
ural drainage systems of the country. 

Relation to School Board. 
The relation between the school 


board and the city council called forth 
considerable diseussion. The resolu- 
tion committee introduced the follow- 


ing resolution in this connection: 

“That the provincial legislature he 
so amended.o rgoilo fwyp prdlu ud 
recommended to so amend the school 
law as to provide that notice of the 
intention of school boards in cities and 
towns to issue debentures should be 
fully advertised as is reauired in the 
case of the issue of municipal deben- 
tures.” 

In support of this resolution G. W. 
Robinson, secretary-treasurer of Med- 
icine Hat, held that the school board 
should be compelled to advertise their 
intention to pass a by-law to raise 
money for school purposes. The city 
council-has to do this and he thought 
the school .board should also, Under 
the present arrangement all the school 
board has to do when they wish to 
raise money is to post up a notice 
of their intention, In this way a by- 
law authorizing certain expenditures 
for school purposes caw be passed 
withovt the public being aware of 1t. 

HM. i Gillis, of Calgary, proposed 
an athendment whereby a clause might 
be added to the original resolution re- 
quiring the school board to submit to 
the citl council a detailed statement 
of the expenditures on both current 
and capital account. 

H. H. Gaetz, Red Deer, suggested 
that the original resolution be referred 
back to the resolution committee to be 
re-drafted as several new questions 
had been raised.

. The Guest of the Evening. 

_ The toast to the guest of the even- 
ing, Hon. Mr. Cross, was proposed 
in French and afterwards in Eng- 
lish by the Chairman. In eloquent 
diction in eaeh language he paid a 
glowing tribute to the guest of the 
banquet, The toast was heartily 
drunk. , 
Hon. Mr. Cross, upon rising, was 
greeted with prolonged applause. In 
opening. he extended hearty thanks 
for the magnificent reesption — they 
iad given to him and to the govern- 
ment which he represented. The 
honor was the more appreciated in- 
usmuch as he spoke a different lan- 
guage and was of a different religion 
from the majority of those present. 
This kindly feeling was largely 
brought about by the great Liberal 
leader, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who had 
united English and Frenehana- 
dians, Roman Catholics and Protest- 
ants. And in no part of Canada did 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier take a greater 
interest than in his friends in St. 
Albert district, of whom he always 


enquired at every visit of the speaker 
to Ottawa. 
Unpatriotic Sentiments. 

In marked contrast with — the 
patriotic. sentiments expressed by the 
speakers of this evening were the 
sentiments expressed by the leader 
in the Legislature of the. opposition. 
\t a banquet a few nights ago Ix 
preached annexation to a large 
audience of young Scotéhmen, and 
when he saw that it did not appeal 
to his hearers he switched to politi- 
val independence for Canade. The 
Dominion of Canada’s government 
was an excellent one, and that of 
Alberta was as good, if not better, 
than that of any other part of the 
Dominion. 

Workmen's Compensation /.:t. 

Mr. Cross stated that he would deal 
with a number of non-political ques- 


tions that hed ‘come up in the last 
three sessions cf the Legislature, 
He first referred to the Workinen’s 
Compensation Act, the benefits of 


which would soon be very apparent 
to the people of the district, where 
there was already the largest conl 
mine in Northern Alberta. He 
effectively answered the arguments 
that had been urged by the enyployers 
of labor against the Act. The result 
of the Act would be caution on the 
part of the employer and this means 
safety to the employee. 

Dealing with the policy of the 
future, Mr. Cross pointed out the 
monopolistic feature of the C.P.R. in 
the south part of the province and 
told of the thousands and thousands 
of bushels of wheat unshipped in 
Southern Alberta. Railway competi- 
tion in the south was needed and 
needed urgently, and if such were 
not fortheoming soon the country 
would be depopulated. 

In Northern Alberta railway de- 
velopment was urgently needed to 
open up the resources of the country. 
where there was an immense area of 
land not yet revealed to the world, 

The taxation of the Canadian Paci- 
fic branch lines and the test case 
that would shortly be made to tax 
the C.P.R. lands were fully outlined 
by the speaker. 


Mr. Cross also told of the great 
Saving in litigation as the result. of 
the District Courts Act, by which 
court was now held in 57 places in 
Alberta, iusiead of seven places as 
formerly. He gave instances of 


where the savings were effected. 

The speaker then took up the pur- 
chase of the Bell Telephone system 
in the province and showed how the 
government of Alberta, in obtaining 
possession of the Bell system and in 
the extensions which had since been 
made, had conferred a great benefit 
on the people of the provinee. 

In closing, he again expressed his 
appreciation at the great honor done 
him and made a_ reference to the 
kindly feeling that had always exist- 
ed between the Scotch people and 
the French, not alone in the old 
country, but in Canade as well. 

The toast to the ladies was propos- 
ed by H. B. Dawson, St. Albert, and 
responded to by Wilfrid Gariepy, Ed- 
monton, Mr. Gariepy’s speech was 
one of the most appreciated of the 
evening.

ren receive the proper equipment. be- 
wause the children of the present are 
to be the farmers, artizans, engineers, 
scientists, teachers and law makers of) 
ihe future. Great natural resources 
and consequent great industrial and 
commercial advantages will never) 
meke a great nation. The most valu- 
eble asset of any country is an edu- 
cated citizenship. The Germans by 
recognizing this truth and profiting by 
it are taking a front rank among the 
wetions of the workl, Owing to our 
varied resources. our educational sys- 
tem must be broad and practical. I 
must be of tire highest possible type 
if we are two produce the best and 
highest type of manhood. Our system 
must aim at the development of the 
mental, morel, social, religious and 
physical funetions of our boys and 
girls. 

Good Administration Necessary. 

From the time that Egerton ‘Rion 
«om who was the organizer of the On- 
tario system, stored his mind with 
knowledge, to the present, there have 
always been many Canadians who have 
placed a high estimate on the value 
of education. We now pride ourselves 
on the fact that we liave a good system 
which brainy men are constantly try- 
ing to improve. But no matter how 
good our system is, if it is not well 
vdminietered, the reaults will be dis- 
appointing and on the trustee rests the 
responsibility of administering our 
system. If we consider the immense 
advantages to be gained by the proper 
edministration of our system and the 
appalling loss to the nation if the edu- 
cation of our children is neglected 
trustees will realize the immense te. 
sponsibility resting upon them 

The oath of office should be more 
definite and impressive to deter those 
who seek election from unworthy mo- 
tives, 

The office of trustee is the most im- 
portant in the whole educational sys- 
tem ond the first duty of the trust 
should be to study the school ordin- 
anee and try and get a proper concep- 


tion of his duties. Upon the trustee 
devolves the duty of providing the 
school site, the school building and 


ita equipment and the teacher or teach- 
And all these should be the best 
that the district can afford. and in 
many cases better than the people 
think they can afford. And just here 
you will : that the trustee must be 
a man of courage as well as convie- 
tion. 

Good Rocreation Grounds 

The school yard or premises should 
» large to admit of tree planting and 
chool gardening and yet leave ample 
room for recreation, and should be 
provided with means for recreation 
which should be guided ‘by the teach- 
er Whether the surface be level 
rolling, the surface should be smooth- 
ed and made as level as possible. The 
amount of tree or shrek planting will 
depend on the «ize of the plot and 
whether it is to furnish shelter or or- 
nementation, 

The schoo) building should be-well 
heated, properly lighted and venti- 
luted and while substantial should be 
as beautiful as the district can asford, 
as beautiful things have a strong and 
beneficial influence on young minds. 

Our school, which is a country one, 
wes built sixteen years ago. It ie
